A Kiva ror Canapa.—iIt, will be seen by the 
following paragraph, which appeared in the Lon- 
don Weekly Times, in march, 1847, that the idea 
of Colonial federation is not original with Cana- 
dian. politicians. Nor is Mr.. McGee's, proposi- 
tion of a “little British Prince” original with 
that scholastic and-sarcastic orator :— 

“ Colénial Centralization.—There are strong 
‘grounds for believing that minigters contemplate 
extensive changes in the government of the col- 
onies. We are informed that the\fullowing may 
be taken as part, at least, of the plans now an- 
der consideration :—That all possessions in 
North America shall be placed under one head 
namely, a viceroy, with Quebec for. the, Seat of 
Government. ‘The Governors of the Provinces 
to be located at Toronto, Frederickton, Halifax, 
St. John, aid Charlottetown. That the like 
system of centralization be extended to the West 
India Islands, the viceroy to reside in Jamaica, 
and each island to have its own Governor, each 
province and island respectively to have its 
own legislature, for strictly local parposes, and 
to have the privilege of sending representatives 
to the general Legislative Assembly in Quebec 
or Jamaica, or to our Imperial Parliament. It 
is thought, should these changes be ¢arried out 
that Prince George uf Cambridge, will be ap- 
pointed to the vice-royalty ‘of British North 
‘America.?— Hamilton Times. /
